Such a world 
authority would have to 
have an executive branch, 
a legislature and a 
judiciary the essentials 
of all government—and in 
the United Nations today 
these can be seen slowly 
developing... 

A United. Nations re 
porter, at this point, must 
hasten to point out that 
virtually no one at the 
UN believes that a world government 
be established in the foreseeable future and, 
indeed, many people believe there never wiil 
be one. ‘The fact is that “world government” 
is an unpopular phrase around the UN and 
people who use it tend to be regarded _as im 
practical dreamers, 

The fact remains, however, that rudi- 
mentary forms of ‘the three branches of 
government have been developing in a most 
intersting way for several+eyears and are:

This means, he said, that | 
most Czechs do without cof- 
fee. And if they want it bad 
enough, chances are they will | 
have to walk to get it. Cars 
are af scarce as capitalists in| 
Prague, a city of 2,000,000 | 
socialist souls.
